Axis forces fled eastward toward 
the Messina peninsula as tile vic­ 
torious Yanks unfurled the Stars 
and Stripes on th.- coast of the 
Tyrrhenian Sea 111 days after going 
ashore at Bela on tin- south coast 
som e So miles lo the southeast. 
Official announcement al 
Allied 
headquarters in North Africa of the 
capture of Palermo indicated that 
all of western 
Sicily 
now is in 
American hands. 
Little resistance was reported en­ 
countered as th. 
Italians surren­ 
dered en masse to northward surg­ 
ing American forces and the Ger- 
inans pulled hack Nazi troops lo 
th.- northeast for a stand in tile 
vicinity of Messina. 
Abandonment of Palermo, Trap­ 
ani and Marsala by Axis forces was 
reported earlier by the 
Morrocco 
radio. Other dispatches told of con­ 
tinued surrender of Italian troops 
by the hundreds as main bodies of 
■'Xfiemy forces fled toward the no rth­ 
eastern ti]) of the island.
